W a s h i n g t o n , Sept. 29.—The Spanish 
m inister, Dupuy de Lome, has arrived

W ashington M onday noon, and, later 
in the day, called at the state depart­ 
ment aud saw Assistant Secretary of 
State Day. 
His presence in the city 
was not made known by the depart­ 
ment, but it has finally leaked out The 
legation is closed for the summer, and 
the m inister took tem porary quarters 
in an uptown apartm ent house. He ex­ 
pected also to call on Secretary Sher­ 
man. 
It is said by officials that the 
m inister’s visit has no special signifi­ 
cance at this time. There appears to be 
no doubt, however, th at the visit re­ 
lated to some extent to recent develop­ 
ments at M adrid in connection with 
Minister W oodford’s interview’ with 
the Spanish m inister for foreign affairs, 
the Duke of Tetuan. 
The presence of Mr. Dupuy de Lome 
led to conjecture th at Spain’s answer 
10 the recent views presented by M in­ 
ister Woodford was about to be sub­ 
mitted. 
It can be positively stated, 
however, that no answ er has been 
made, and th at up to the present tim e 
the answer has not been framed. 
It 
would not be a surprise, however, if it 
vere determ ined upon at any time in 
the near future, and it is thought that 
Minister Dupuy cie Lome's visit is so 
f .med as to perm it him to be at the 
'apitol in case any development in the 
way of answer or otherwise occurred 
at Madrid. 
The only m anner in which 
in answer could be agreed upon is at a 
cabinet council attended by the queen 
regent. 
The queen has arrived at 
Madrid. 
Her arrival gave the first op- 
< rfunity for definite action, and this 
probably had some part in the m inis­ 
ters return to W ashington at this tim e.
